A few years ago observers "saw” 
the large metropolitan newpape s 
with their wide and, in some cases, 

1 ittonal circulation driving the rural 
n ess out of business. Some went sa 
far as to predict a time near at band 
when only very la-ge comrunitie i 
cctild financially s-pptrt even one 
paper These g oundicss prophecies 
were inspired by consolidations anl 
suspensions of weekly and small daiiv 
newspapers then taking place and sti 1 
continuing in lesser numbers. But 
one could have predicted as easily th3 
passing of the metropolitan press 
for wholesale consolidation and sus¬ 
pensions took place among city pap- 
c- s during the same period. 

The truth is the country found it 
self in the position of having an excess 
of newspapers and some had to drop 
nut of the long and bitter struggle 
for bate existence. The saturation 
nolr.t had been passed long ago. and 
the retreat to the point of satiety is 
now nearing conummation. 

What ha3 been the result? Better 
larger and more reliable newspaper 
- re one i esult. And newspapers as a 
whole, from the smallest weekly to 
the largest daily, were never more 
prosperous. 

Men eveywhere are coming more 
sud more to understand and appreci¬ 
ate the pait the ru.al press Is taking 
in the affairs of the nation. And its 
usefulnes has increased with the pub 
lie’s confidence in it. 

The metropolitan press with all its 
resources, cannot do for a community 
what the home paper can do.

Twenty-two days will DC occu¬ 
pied by the annual tour acioaa 
Canada to be conducted by Liean 
Sinclair Laird, of Macdonald Col¬ 
lege, when his puny leaves ibe 
Windsor Street Station, Montreal, 
by special train over Canadian Pa¬ 
cific lines ou Sunday, July liu. This 
>ear will be the seventh trip con¬ 
ducted by Deau Laird and, as in 
past years, will include automo¬ 
bile drives over the famous Banff- 
Windermcre highway and from 
Field, via the Vobo Valley, to 
Lake Louise, as well as steamer 
trips act oss the Kootenay Lake to 
Kelson; from Vancouver to Victo¬ 
ria; and on the Great Lakes 
steamships from Fort William to 
Fort McNicoll. 

Spring seeding in the west is 
proceeding at a rapid pace, ac¬ 
cording to report at the end of 
April from the agricultural de¬ 
partment of the Canadian Pacific 
ltailway at Winnipeg. Taking the 
three prairie provinces us a whole 
it wan then estimated that 43 per 
cent, of wheat seeding is complet¬ 
ed, with some districts in south¬ 
eastern Alberta reporting between 
50 and 65 per cent, finished. Heavy 
showers have somewhat retarded 
progress in north-western Saskat¬ 
chewan. 

Twelve representatives of the 
New Zealand press are at present 
travelling through Canada via Can¬ 
adian Pacific on their way to the 
fourth hnperial Press Conference 
to be held in London, Eng., next 
June.

These now 
sections of railroad will provide 
facilities for passengers and 
freight into %ne of the richest agri¬ 
cultural areas now under settle¬ 
ment and will give encouragement 
to farmers already settled In the 
areas uffectad. 

With J.969,200 pounds more fish 
landed in Nova 6cofia during 
March, 1930, as compared with the 
same month of the previous year, 
fishermen of the province received 
a total of $385,384 for their catch, 
according to the monthly report of 
the fisheries branch of the Depart¬ 
ment of Murine and Fisheries. To¬ 
tal quantity landed in March was 
9,473.000 pounds. 

Tho uow Montreal Harbor 
Bridge, a two-mile span across 
the St. Lawrence River, built at a 
cost of $12,000,000, will he formal¬ 
ly opened on Victoria Day by Rt. 
lion. W. L. Mackenzie King, Prlmo 
Minister of Canada. This bridge, 
work on which was commenced 
five years ago, is one of the long¬ 
er aad largest In the world. 

Marquis wheat still constitutes 
more tliun one-half of the western 
gis-in crop. This is shown by the 
tewt camples taken from 48 car¬ 
goes of Canadian wheat exported 
to England in 1928-29 and reported 
by the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture. Tho tests were made 
at the Dominion Experimental 
Farm at Brandon from samples 
collected by the Canadian Co-op¬ 
erative Wheat Producers at ax- 
port poits.

It Is possible to desensitise the sub¬ 
ject for the repsonslble protein In 
certain Instances This la dons for 
those suffering from hsy fever when 
by means of lha necessary tests for 
bypersenltlvsness, the pollen respon¬ 
sible has been found. 

There Is also the group of cases 
made up chiefly of older pel sons In 
which the u million la not due to ar y 
hypersensHIveneoa to proteins Buch 
c ises sre frequently associated with 
heart and kidney disease. 

Tlie sufferer from hay fever or 
asthma should have hla physician 
delcimine whelhe r not his < 'ic II- 
Uon Is due to bis being hypersensi¬ 
tive to some protein and If so he may 
hope for relief either through avoid 
ing the responsible protein or by hav¬ 
ing himself desensitized.
